Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claim 27 contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such 
a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification as originally filed does not provide 
adequate written description for an exogenous test compound or an exogenous compound that is a PPAR- 
gamma agonist. It is not expressly asserted, nor does it flow naturally from the specification. 

However, if the amendment of 1 1 May 2004 had been entered, the rejection of claims 36-37 and 39-42 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) would have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments to the claims.
